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When  Woodrow  Wilson  caller 
church  colleges  "the  li?hthousa 
of  civilization,"  he  realized  tha' 
a  relatively  small  per  cent  of  out 
population  could  be  trained  ir 
such   institutions. 

Perhaps  the  generally  smal" 
size  of  church  colleges  was 
factor  in  the  training  of  alumni 
who  had  influence  out  of  pro- 
portion to  their  numbers.  A 
statistical  study  of  WHO'S  WHO 
IN  AMERICA  shows  that  about 
three  out  of  every  ten  thousand 
Americans  are  chosen  for 
cognition  in  this  publication,  and 
that  a  majority  of  these  were 
trained    in    small    colleges. 

Although  we  believe  that 
somewhere  there  should  be  the 
opportunity  for  college  educa- 
tion of  the  average  student,  and 
even  the  below  average  student, 
we  also  believe  that  we  can  best 
fulfill  the  educational  mission  of 
Presbyterian  College  by  selective 
enrollments.  We  do  not  consider 
ourselves  undemocratic  because 
we  denied  admission  to  approxi- 
mately one-fourth  of  all  students 
who  applied  this  year. 

We  believe  that  students  ofl 
demonstrated  scholastic  ability 
and  good  social  backgrounds  can 
best  develop  together  in  the 
friendly  atmosphere  of  a  small! 
college  campus  where  adequate 
academic  standards  are  main- 
tained, and  attention  is  given  to 
those  eternal  values  which  tran- 
scend formal  learning. 

Although  our  policies  have 
denied  admission  to  some  worthy 
students  suggested  by  alumni 
this  year,  we  value  alumni  re- 
commendations, appreciate  your 
help,  and  hope  you  will  begin 
this  September  your  efforts  to 
secure  for  Presbyterian  College 
next  September  the  most  out- 
standing graduates  of  secondary 
schools   near   your    homes.

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South  Carolina  Synod  Assembles  Here 


Presbyterian  College  opens  its 
doors  to  the  Synod  of  South 
Carolina  on  August  31 -September 
2. 

More  than  200  Presbyterian 
ministers  and  laymen  are  ex- 
pected to  assemble  on  the 
campus  at  that  time  for  the 
1954  annual  stated  meeting  of 
the   Synod. 

This  occasion  will  climax  a 
full  summer  of  religious  activity 
at  PC  and  will  mark  the  second 
state-wide  synod  meeting  to  be 
held  here  within  three  months. 
The  Synod  of  Georgia  held  its 
annual  meeting  at  Presbyterian 
College  in  June. 

This  year  is  the  109th  anniver- 
sary of  the  formal  organization 
of  the  South  Carolina  Synod.  It 
was  born  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  November,  1845,  at  Pendleton 
and  came  as  the  culmination  of 
more  than  a  century  of  ecclesias- 
tical evolution. 

The  Synod  will  officially  open 
its  1954  meeting  at  8  p.  m.  Tues- 
day, August  31,  with  Moderator 
R.  M.  Cooper,  a  ruling  elder 
from  Wysacky,  presiding.  High- 
light of  the  first  session  will  be 
the  election  of  a  new  Moderator 
to  serve  for  the  coming  year  and 
the  retiring  Moderator's  sermon, 
preached  by  the  Rev.  S.  Hugh 
Bradley    of    Atlanta    for    Cooper. 

Two  full  days,  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  will  be  devoted  to  the 
business  of  the  Synod,  and  ad- 
journment is  set  for  Thursday, 
September   2. 

In  a  preliminary  meeting,  the 
fourth  annual  pre-Synod  con- 
ference on  church  extension  will 
assemble    at    PC    at    3    p.    m.    on 


August  31  for  a  two-hour  session. 
It  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
Rev.  Charles  E.  Raynal  of 
Manning,  chairman  of  the  Synod 
committee    on    church   extension,

Senior  High   Leadership   School 


Full  Summer  of  Religions  Work 


Presbyterian  College  became, 
literally,  the  center  of  Presby- 
terianism  for  its  two  supporting 
synods  this  summer. 

Five  large  assemblies — bring- 
ing a  total  of  some  750  leaders 
and  young  people  to  the  PC 
campus  for  meetings  ranging 
from  two  days  to  a  week — have 
been  conducted  over  the  three- 
month  period. 

High  points  of  this  meeting 
season:  the  annual  session  of  the 
Synod  of  Georgia  and  the  forth- 
coming annual  session  of  the 
Svnod  of  South  Carolina. 


Synodical 


The  Georgia  Synod  assembled 
at  PC  on  July  13-14  for  the  first 
time  since  1930.  A  total  of  200 
ministers  and  lay  leaders  at- 
tended this  110th  stated  session. 
Somewhat  more  than  200  South 
Carolina  Presbyterian  leaders 
are  expected  for  their  Synod 
meeting  on  August  31-September 
2. 

Meeting  for  the  first  time  on 
the  Presbyterian  College  campus 
was  the  Synodical  Training 
School  of  the  South  Carolina 
Synod.  Approximately  110  of 
these  Presbyterian  women 
leaders  met  on  June  20-25  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  W.  R.  Josey 
of  Manning,  and  they  decided  to 
make  PC  the  regular  location  for 
this   annual   training  school. 

The  two  young  people's  con- 
ferences held  during  the  summer 
are  annual  visitors  to  the  Pres- 
byterian campus  and  each  year 
bring  together  more  than  200  of 
the  Church's  youth,  divided 
about  evenly  between  the  two. 
Senior  High  Fellowship  of  the 
Pee  Dee  Presbytery  met  on  June 
21-26  under  the  direction  of  the 
Rev.  J.  L.  Doom  of  Hartsville 
and  the  Rev.  N.  C.  Kirkland  of 
Conway.  Senior  High  Leadership 
School  of  the  South  Carolina 
Synod  met  on  June  7-14  under 
the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Roy 
Coker   '41   of  Gray   Court. 
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Laurens  Dormitory 
Renovation  Underway 


Renovation  of  Laurens  Dormi- 
tory is  now  underway  on  the 
Presbyterian  College  campus. 

Work  began  the  middle  of  July 
with  the  completion  date  for  the 
remodeling  job  set  for  September 
6 — in  time  for  the  opening  of  the 
fall    semester    on    September    13. 

President  Marshall  W.  Brown 
estimated  the  project  will  cost 
between  $20,000  and  $25,000.  It 
will  mean  almost  a  completely 
new  dormitory  with  a  capacity 
of  32  students. 

Dr.  Brown  pointed  out  the 
work  is  being  financed  by  some 
of  the  funds  collected  in  the 
Laurens  Dormitory  campaign 
now  being  conducted  in  the 
Synods  of  Georgia  and  South 
Carolina.  This  campaign  began  as 
an  effort  to  secure  funds  to  ex- 
pand the  dormitory  by  three 
times  its  present  capacity,  but 
these   plans   were   changed   upon 


the  advice  of  a  group  of  govern- 
ment architects. 

In  addition  to  renovating 
Laurens,  it  is  hoped  that  con- 
struction of  an  entirely  new 
dormitory  building  may  be 
started  in  the  near  future. 

Approximately  $124,000  in  cash 
and  pledges  is  now  in  the  dormi- 
tory fund,  from  which  the 
Laurens  project  is  being  financed. 
The  remaining  amount  and  sub- 
sequent funds  will  be  applied 
toward   a   new  dormitory. 

President  Brown  said  the  de- 
cision to  move  forward  with  the 
renovation  of  Laurens  was 
prompted  by  the  large  number  of 
applicants  seeking  to  enroll  as 
students  for  the  1954-55  session, 
the  seventh  straight  year  of  un- 
usually great  demand. 

The  dormitory  interior  is  being 
completely  remodeled,  from 
bottom    floor    to    roof.    This    will 


include  new  floors,  walls,  ceil- 
ings, doors,  facings  and  a  re- 
surfacing of  the  roof. 

An  automatic  gas  heating 
system,  thermostat-controlled, 
will  be  installed,  and  increased 
bathing  facilities  of  modern  tile 
are  planned. 

Laurens  Dormitory  is  the 
oldest  building  on  the  PC  campus 
which  has  not  received  major  re- 
modeling in  the  past.  It  was 
built  47  years  ago,  in  1907  as  a 
gift  from  the  Presbyterian 
Church   of  the   City   of  Laurens. 

John  Stevenson 
Receives  Doctorate 

John  W.  Stevenson  of  the  PC 
English  department  recently  re- 
ceived his  degree  of  doctor  of 
philosophy. 

He  also  has  been  promoted  to 
associate  professor  of  English  on 
the   Presbyterian   faculty. 

Dr.  Stevenson  had  spent  the 
past  year  at  Vanderbilt  complet- 
ing work  toward  his  doctorate, 
and  this  degree  was  bestowed 
upon  him  at  the  university's 
regular       June      commencement. 


For  South  Carolina  Youth 


PC  Establishes  Guidance  Center 


A  guidance  and  counseling  program,  to  help 
South  Carolina  young  people  choose  the  occupations 
for  which  they  are  best  qualified,  is  being 
established  at  Presbyterian  College. 

President  Brown  has  announced  that  Dr. 
Clarence  R.  Thayer,  a  noted  educator  and  clergy- 
man, has  been  appointed  to  head  this  newly  formed 
Guidance  and  Counseling  Center.  He  expressed 
great  satisfaction  over  being  able  to  obtain  so  well 
qualified  a  man  for  this  important  position. 

Dr.  Brown  said  this  program  will  provide  an 
individual,  scientific  service  to  aid  young  people  in 
their  search  for  God's  will  in  their  lives.  Based  on 
the  premise  that  every  job  can  be  a  Christian  call- 
ing, the  Center  will  help  young  people  to  determine 
which  types  of  occupations  they  are  best  qualified 
to  enter. 

Dr.  Brown  said  the  Guidance  and  Counseling 
Center  will  begin  its  work  on  Sept.  1,  and  he  urged 
young  people  of  the  state — particularly  the  high 
school  juniors  and  seniors — to  take  advantage  of 
this  service. 

Once  the  program  is  underway,  appointments 
may  be  made  through  any  Presbyterian  minister  or 
by  writing  directly  to  the  Guidance  and  Counseling 
Center. 

The  schedule  calls  for  two  days  of  standardized 
tests,  personal  conferences  and  assigned  readings. 
Analysis  of  these  efforts  will  indicate  vocational 
interests  and  aptitudes,  mental  abilities  and 
personality  characteristics.  All  of  these  qualities 
will  be  considered  in  helping  to  guide  each  individ- 


ual toward  his  correct  occupational  field. 

This  program  at  PC  is  sponsored  jointly  by  the 
institution  and  the  student  work  and  religious 
education  committees  of  the  Synod  of  South 
Carolina.  It  will  work  closely  with  the  department 
of  Christian  vocation  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education    of    the    Southern    Presbyterian    Church. 

Dr.  Thayer  will  report  on  Sept.  1  to  assume 
his  duties  as  professor  of  psychology  and  director 
of  guidance  at  the  College.  He  comes  to  PC  from 
his  position  as  professor  of  psychology  and  Bible 
at  Arkansas  College.  He  has  served,  in  addition  as 
psychological  examiner  for  the  board  of  foreign 
missions  of  both  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  United   Presbyterian  Church. 

A  native  of  Pittsburg,  Dr.  Thayer  is  an  ordained 
minister  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  has 
held  pastorates  of  a  number  of  churches,  including 
one  at  New  Castle,  Pa.,  with  a  membership  of  1300. 
Earlier  in  his  career,  he  taught  Latin  in  a  Pittsburgh 
high  school  and  served  as  principal  of  a  West 
Virginia   school. 

Dr.  Thayer  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Psychological  Association  and  has  contributed 
numerous  articles  to  publications  within  this  field. 
He  also  is  the  author  of  several  plays. 

The  new  guidance  director  received  his  B.A. 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  University  of  Pitts- 
burgh; his  Bachelor  of  Divinity  from  Western 
Theological  Seminary;  and  his  Master  of  Systematic 
Theology  from  Xenia  Theological  Seminary.  He  is 
married  and  has  three  sons.

Change  of  Guard:  McMillian  Retires 


Mark  another 
changing  of  the 
Old  Guard  at 
Presbyterian  Col- 
lege. 

Lonnie  S.  Mc- 
Millian '21  has 
retired  as  head 
football  coach 
after  13  years 
of  gridiron 
McMillian  strategy. 

He  is  replaced 
by  Bill  Crutchfield,  assistant 
coach  during  the  past  year.  And 
joining  the  staff  as  the  new  as- 
sistant is  Edward  Schembechler, 
former  All-Ohio  tackle  at  Miami 
University. 

McMillian,  whose  coaching 
service  at  PC  dates  back  to  1923, 
will  remain  as  track  coach  and 
as  a  teacher  in  the  physical  edu- 
cation department.  He  had 
served  as  head  football  mentor 
since   1941. 

Coach  Lonnie  Mac  announced 
that  after  31  years  of  coaching 
he  still  maintains  an  active 
interest  in  football  but  feels  the 
strenuous  demands  of  the  work 
make  it  necessary  to  limit  his 
activities.  Crutchfield,  a  native 
of  Orangeburg  holding  both  B.A. 
and  M.A.  degrees  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina,  was 
McMillian's  personal  choice  to 
succeed   him. 


Crutchfield  thus  becomes  the 
third  head  football  coach  at 
Presbyterian  since  1915.  Walter 
A.  Johnson,  now  athletic  director, 
came  that  year  and  served 
through  the  1940  season.  Mc- 
Millian, who  had  played  on 
Johnson's  first  team  at  PC  and 
had  been  his  assistant  most  of 
the  time  since  then,  became 
head  coach  in  1941.  He  com- 
pleted his  13th  season  in  that 
capacity   last  fall. 

McMillian,  widely  respected 
for  his  football  knowledge  and 
innovations,  in- 
troduced the  T- 
f  ormation  into 
t  h  e  Southeast 
upon  stepping 
up  as  head 
coach.  Since 
that  time,  his 
teams  —  play- 
ing one  of  the 
toughest  small 
college  sche- 
dules in  the 
nation — compiled  a  record  of  60 
victories,  58  defeats  and  2  ties. 

As  head  coach,  he  developed 
five  Little  All-America  players: 
End  Jack  Adams  in  1943;  Guard 
Andy  Kavounis  in  1945;  Quarter- 
back Hank  Caver  in  1946;  Tackle 
Bozo  Weir  in  1950;  and  End 
Joe  Kirven  in  1952. 


Schembechler 
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McMillian  gave 
particular  atten- 
tion last  summer 
to  filling  a  va- 
cancy on  his 
staff,  and  when

Crutchfield       for 
the   job   he   said  />.

Coach  Lonnie  Mac  gave 
Crutchfield  much  of  the  credit 
for  the  success  of  Presbyterian's 
1953  season,  when  a  small  Blue 
Stocking  team  won  five,  lost 
three  and  tied  one,  including 
three   upset   victories. 

Elevation  of  Crutchfield  and: 
addition  of  Schembechler  now 
gives  Presbyterian  one  of  the 
youngest  football  staffs  in  the 
country,  averaging  27  years  old. 
Schembechler  is  only  25  while 
Crutchfield  and  the  other  as- 
sistant coach,  Norman  Sloan, 
both  are  28. 

Schembechler,  an  Episcopalian, 
holds  a  Master's  degree  from 
Ohio  State  University  where  he 
served  as  a  graduate  assistant 
on  the  coaching  staff.  He  comes 
to  PC  directly  from  the  Army, 
into  which  he  was  called  after 
receiving  his  M.A.  from  Ohio 
State. 


FRESHMEN  HOLD  KEY 

TO  HOSE  FOOTBALL  PROSPECTS 


Incoming  freshmen  once  more 
must  hold  the  key  to  football 
prospects  at  Presbyterian  this 
fall. 

The  Blue  Stockings  ma- 
neuvered with  a  small  squad 
last  year.  And  although  only 
three  of  this  number  were  gradu- 
ated, six  other  players — two  of 
them  first-stringers — failed  to 
clear  the  high  scholastic  hurdles. 

Coach  Bill  Crutchfield  moves 
into  his  first  campaign  as  head 
man  with  1953's  creditable 
record  of  five  wins,  three  losses 
and  a  tie  to  shoot  at.  He  has  15 
lettermen  returning.  The  general 
pre-season  estimate  of  the  situ- 
ation  reads: 


A  fairly  strong  first-string  line, 
except  at  tackles;  a  doubtful 
backfield,  lacking  speed  afoot  but 
dangerous  in  the  air;  and  short- 
age of  reserves  in  almost  every 
capacity. 

A  number  of  highly  rated 
freshman  candidates  will  be 
available,  but  these  players  form 
the  team  question  marks.  The 
season  may  well  depend  upon 
how  they  develop  in  plugging 
holes  and  manning  the  reserve 
bench. 

Most  serious  blow  was  the  loss 
of  two  players  expected  to 
handle  first-string  assignments: 
Tackle  Wayne  Shoemaker  and 
Halfback   Bill   Vander   Meer. 


The  tackle  prospects  were 
weak  enough  before  Shoemaker's 
loss.  The  only  letterman  left 
here  now  is  Sophomore  Lee 
Frierson  of  Arcadia,  Fla.,  and  he 
has  nursed  a  knee  injury  ever 
since  last  fall.  Bob  Harrington  of 
Mont  Clare,  S.  C,  who  saw 
some  action  in  '53,  will  move  up 
to  replace  Shoemaker  as  Frier- 
son's   running  mate. 

Frank  Boulware,  powerful 
center  from  Rock  Hill,  is  an- 
other injured  man  who  must 
return  to  full  strength.  He 
suffered  a  broken  leg  in  spring 
practice  but  seems  ready  to 
again  now. 

Behind  Boulware  at  the  pivot 
is  Jimmy  Allen  of  Conway,  who 
also  shifts  over  to  guard  when 
necessary.  If  Allen  can  remain 
as  guard,  it  will  make  this  de- 
partment the  strongest  on  the 
squad,  for  he  plays  behind  and 
pushes  Walter  Yates  of  Norfolk, 
(see  next  column)
